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lowa Farmers Cut Corn Acreage 


Survey Shows 62 Per Cent Are Complying With AAA Corn Acreage Allotments 


RE Iowa farmers holding down corn. 


acreage this spring? This is the 
question which everybody, In town 


and on the farm, has been asking. 

General cooperation in staying within 
AAA allotments of corn acreage means a 
chance for better corn prices this fall. It 
means an excellent chance for liberal loans 
on sealed corn. And it may indicate wheth- 
er or not corn supplies this fall will be so 
heavy and prices so low that farmers will 
want to vote marketing quotas. 

The survey of a representative sample 
of Iowa farmers (see the editorial on page 
6 for comment on the sampling method 
used), made by Wallaces’ Farmer and lowa 
Homestead in late May, gives the answer. 


What Does It Mean? 


Sixty-two per cent of lowa’s farmers are 
holding down corn acreage to AAA allot- 


ments. Does this mean that only 62. per 
cent of Towa’s farmers are in the AAA 
program this year? Not necessarily. The 


62 per cent counts only those farmers who 
are staying within corn limits. Some farm- 
ers are planting a few more acres of corn 
than the allotment calls for, taking a pen- 


alty and still are in line to get an AAA 
check next winter. 
Since this survey was made _ before 


corn planting was finished, there is a 
chance that farmers will change 
their minds about their plans. At the 
time of the survey, some who had not 
intended to comply were considering 
whether wet weather wouldn't force 
them into the program. 

A farmer who finds himself in early 
June with a lot of corn still to plant may 
decide there is more sense in growing 
soybeans for hay or green manure and 
eettinge AAA benefits than in planting 
more corn for a market that doesn't look 
too good. 

The final result, thanks to a wet May,

The Iowa results check fairly well 
with similar tests at other state ex- 
periment stations, excepting that the 
whole fodder did better than it ordi- 
narily does. This probably was due 
te the fact that the quality of corn 
last fall was above average. Silage, 
of course, always shows up well. In 
two Michigan according to 
Morrison in “Feeds and Feeding,” 
the amount of beef and pork pro- 
duced per acre of corn fed was 50 
per cent greater for silage than for 
shock corn and 12 per cent more 
than for ground shock corn. In a Mis- 
souri test, with fattening steers, an 
acre of corn silage also was worth 
50 per cent more than an equal area 
of shock corn.

Eat More Recut Fodder 


Just the same, some farmers with- 
ont silos still prefer to cure out fod- 
der and to cut it or grind it for use, 
us there is less feed-lot waste.

words, the choice steers made more 
economical gains, but the difference 
between their purchase price and 
appraised selling price at this par 
ticular time was not as great as for 
the plain steers. Had the stockvards 
men making the appraisals increased 
their estimates for the choice stuff 
by about 70 to 75 cents per ewt., the 
margin of difference between grades 
would have been small. Or if the 
lowa station had had to pay a little 
more than $6.50 per ewt. for their 
plain steers last fall, the impression 
left by the experiment would have 
heen different. 


Judging Feeding Results 


This brings to light a phase of test 
feeding which has to be carefully 
watched. It is one thing to judge 
feeding results by the economy of 
gain which is directly related to the 
ration, and quite another thing to 
iwdge it by net profit, which may 
also be influenced by a number of 
price factors having little to do with

First Tenant Loan 


HE first loan to an lowa tenant 
for a farm purchase under the 
new federal act was made last week 
te John Foubert, of lowa county. 
Mr. Foubert picked out the farm 
he wanted—it is only a short dis- 
tance from the farm he is now on 
made his application to the county 
committee on farm buying, and was 
granted a loan of $9,850 Of this 
$8,700 will be paid for the farm and 
$950 used for paint, repairs and the

The new farm has 145 acres, all 
tillable except 40 rolling 
pasture land. Mr. Foubert will have 
4 vears to pay for it. Three per 
cent interest will be charged. 

The Fouberts have had sixteen 
vears’ experience in farming. They 
wre well equipped with livestock and 
machinery, all clear of debt. On the
